he had phoned about. O'’Bray 
answered that they were his, and 
that he would send down a man for 
them or go himself, He came for 
them either on the 27th or 28th. 
O'Bray tol! witness that he had 
sent a boy for them before, but the 
boy had got hurt on the road and 
had to turn back. O'’Bray told him 
that he had lost the horses north of 
Strathmore where he had been 
breaking. He had turned the 
horses loose in the evening, and 
after supper when they went to 
round them up could not find them. 

Constable Stanley, R.N.W.M.P., 
ave evidence as to French having 
aid the intormation and to having 
arrested O'Bray. ;

Witness did not 
think the colt was worth more than 
$5. They moved into Strathmore 
on June to with the colt still follow- 
ing and though they still tried to 
get rid of the colt they could not. 
Witness stated that he’ was 
brother-in-law of accused 

In a closing address Mr, Sellar 
theught that no evidence had been 
produced to convict the accused on 
this charge. He had not taken the 
colt as the evidence showed, but it 
had followed him, There was no 
attempt at concealment w hatever, 
and he would be very much sur- 
prised if the Justices committed him 
on such a flimsy charge. 

Constable Stanley, in addressing 
the justices, said there was no doubt 
the colt was an astray animal, and 
O'Bray should have advertised it. 
He had told contradictory stories 
to different peeple. He submitted 
that the case was p-oved, 

After consulting for some time 
the justices stated that there was in 
this case sufficient evidence to

was the complainant. 

The first witness was Herman 
Forsyth, Cluny, who said that when 
O'Bray came to him for the team 
mentioned in the previous case he 
also took away the colt saying it 
belonged to a cousin of his, Myers. 

Constable Stanley stated that he 
asked O’Bray where the colt came 
from and he said it had followed 
him from Cluny with the team, He 
was not able to find the owner and 
could not read the brand, He 
thought it belonged to his cousin 
Myers. The Constable thereupon 
arrested him on a charge of having 
a colt in his possession unlawfully. 
He asked O'Bray why he did not 
advertise the colt, and he told him 
he did not know how to proceed in 
the matter, or words to that effect. 

Percy Prestwick, rancher, was 
the next witness. He said he re- 
membered meeting accused when 
he was driving a team about the 
end of May, in Strathmore, and he 
had the colt with him. O'Bray told 
witness that the colt was following 
him and that he could not get rid 
of him, He had tried to turn it in 
with some loose horses on the range 
and it still followed him up. He 
did not say where he got the colt. 

W. P. Fredericks, rancher, living 
8 miles north of Strathmore, said 
he remembered O'Bray passing his 
place with a team and colt about 
the end of May. Accused asked 
witness if he had Jost any colts and 
witness said he had. Accused then 
asked witness if the one following 
him was witnesses, and witness
